PHYSICAL  P'EATURES 


Pukinfield  is  situated  on  the  left  hank  of  the 
Ptiver  Tame 9 v/hich  forms  its  northern  and  western 
boundary*  The  town  itself  is  mainly  situated 

on  graductlly  sloping  ground  but  the  eastern  end  of 
the  town,  which  is  largely  rural  in  character,  rises 
to  a height  of  700  feet*  The  subsoil  is  in  some 
places  loamy  clay  and  in  others  sandstone  and  the 
outcrop  the  Permian  system*  Underneath,  there  are 
some  coal  measures  but  these  are  not  worked*  The 
older  parts  of  the  town  are  gradually  being  clea^red 
and  development  is  taking  place  on  the  higher  ground 
to  the  south  east* 
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SOCIAL  COlJr^ITIONS 


The  industries  of  the  like  many  similar  towns 

in  the  northwest  of  the  country 9 have  hecome  more  varied 
since  the  last  war  and  cotton  is  no  longer  the  main 
industryo  These  arej  in  the  main^  engineeringj  hoiler- 
raaking  and  rope  manufacturing 9 in  addition  to  cotton » 
Several  small  factories  have  been  established  in  the 
Gate  btreet  area^  following  slimi  clearance  in  that  part 
of  the  towno  There  is 9 in  addition 9 a variety  of  other 
industries  producing  goods  of  roodern  type 9 such  as  plastics 9 
rubber  goods  and  insulating  materials. 

Efforts  were  continued  during  I96I  to  improve  the 
housing  conditions  in  the  Borougho  A further  two 
clearance  areas  were  declared  involving  70  houses  In 
add it ion 9 28  individual  houses  were  represented  to  the 
Committee  as  unfit  for  habitation.  The  Committee  also 
considered  the  five-year  wrogramimie  of  slum  clearance  and 
decided  in  the  first  instance 9 to  go  ahead  V7ith  the  first 
ten  groups  listed.  The  Development  Committee  met 
during  the  year  and  considered  the  plan  prepared  by  the 
County  Planning  Officer  at  a m'^eting  held  in  JunOj  I96I. 
bo  far 9 final  approval  has  not  been  given  to  any  plans 
and  I v/ould  stress  the  need  for  this  both  from  your  own 
Officials’  point  of  viewg  and  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  local  shopkeepers  and  residents. 


Consideration  of  Dukinfiold's  rodevolopment  problems 
is  said  to  be  not  the  same  as  thoso  of  Manchest er jBirmingliam 
or  the  bigger  County  Boroughs.  This  may  be  so  as  regards 
the  size 9 the  problem.s  anr"  the  resources  to  solve  them,  but 
wo  owe  it  to  the  future  residents  to  plan  sensibly  for  their 
town.  If  the  industrial  revolution  era  achieved  infamy 
because  it  created  the  present  slums,  let  the  present  age 
be  famous  for  sensible  planning  and  development,  burely.

It  is  very  gratifying  to  "be  able  to  report  another 
year  in  which  there  was  a low  infantile  mortality.  The 
figure  of  10,75  is  calculated  from  3 infant  deaths 9 2 
of  which  were  brought  about  as  a result  of  congenital 
malformation  and  the  other  one  of  which  was  caused  by  a 
premature  birth.  In  days  gone  by 9 these  might  have 

been  classified  as  unavoidable  but  it  may  be  that 9 y/ith 
increased  medical  knowledge  and  modern  advances  in  the 
m*ethods  of  ante  natal  care 9 even  these  conditions  v/ill^ 
in  future 9 be  prevented.

In  1961 9 245  Lukinfield  people  died 9 II6  m^ales  and 
129  females 9 a reversal  of  the  normal  pattern.  The 
principal  causes  of  death  are  shoy/n  in  Table  V,  Once 
again9  heart  diseases  claim.ed  mxost  victimsj  78  as  against 
67  in  i960.  This  represents  approximately  32/^  of  all 
deaths.  Chest  conditions  came  next  in  importance9 
being  responsible  for  34  deaths 9 or  145°,  There  v/ere 
6 suicides  in  I96I  and  of  these 9 4 y/ere  f empales.  The 
number  of  lung  cancer  deaths  v/as  reduced  from  10  to  8 
and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  all  these  deaths 
occurred  in  males.

HOUSING 


I am  once  more  indebted  to  Wensley^  the  Housing  Manager  for 
compiling  and  supT->lying  Table  XIIIo  Of  the  72  families  re-housed^  the 
majority  (45)  were  from  slum  properties  which  had  been  condemned  by  the 
Committee o Three  families  were  re-housed  because  of  tuberculosis  and 

in  3 other  cases ^ the  reason  for  offering  tenancy  was  on  medical  grounds 


The  report  on  sluju  clearance  was  prepared^  submitted  and  considered 
in  1955°  It  included  some  l^-Sl  proportieso  The  way  in  which  this 
problem  has  been  tackled  in  the  six  years  is  shovm  in  Tables  XIV  and  XV^ 
which  are  compiled  up  to  31st  December  1961,  It  shows  that  almost  one- 
third  of  the  houses  have  been  dealt  with  by  this  Department  ^ leaving  a 
further  794  for  the  future,  I say  ’’dealt  with  by  this  Department” 
because  the  houses  are  not  all  empty ^ nor  are  they  demolished  and  I can 
only  repeat  what  I have  said  in  the  past 9 namely 9 that  clearing  the  tovm 
of  slum  houses  is  a slow  affair  and  one  that  calls  for  the  help  of  all 
departments  and  a great  deal  of  co-ordinated  effort  must  be  put  in 
before  v/ha.t  was  once  a slum,  area  becomes  an  area  of  nov/  dwellings 9 shops 
or  ga.rdens  of  which  the  town  can  bo  proud.

In  the  Borough,  the  collection  of  refuse  varies  generally  from 
a weekly  to  a nine-day  collection,  according  to  the  time  of  the  yearo 
Factors  v/hich  affect  the  longer  "period  are  the  weather  and  the  Building 
of  new  houses  Y;ith  large  gardens,  garages,  and  ornairental  gates,  ?/hich 
cause  obstruction  to  the  refuse  collection  emrloyeeSo  The  42~hour 
week  and  the  extra  3 days’  holiday  which  is  granted  to  men  Y/ith  over 
10  years’  service  has  tended  to  increase  the  delay  and  as  more  men 
earn  the  extra  3 days,  this  may  necessitate  extra  staff  in  the  future » 

I think  that  generally  the  service  given  on  the  collection  of  refuse, 
Y/hilst  not  being  as  good  as  we  would  like,  is  as  good  as  we  can  give 
Y/ith  the  men  and  vehicles  at  our  disposal  o

Provision  of  dustbins 

From  April  1st 9 1959?  refuse  bins  have  been  supplied  by  the 
Council  as  replacement  of  the  existing  domestic  bins 9 as  a charge 
against  the  General  Rate  Pundo  Luring  the  year^  24O  bins  were  issued 
by  the  Department  0 In  addition^  27  bins  were  sold  to  firms  and 
private  individuals  for  refuse  purposes <,  The  bins  bought  during  the 
year  are  now  stamped  v/ith  the  Corporation’s  initials  and  the  date^ 
v/hich  should  make  it  easier  in  the  future  to  trace  missing  and  stolen 
binSo  Purchase  Tax  is  still  levied  on  refuse  bins  and  this  seems  an 
unfair  burden  on  the  householders  and  ratepayerSo 

Privy  Closet 

There  is  still  one  privy  closet  in  use  at  one  of  the  outlying  farm.s 
and  this  is  em-ptied  annually » Suggestions  to  the  owner  about  converting 
this  closet  have  not  yet  resulted  in  a fresh  v;ater  closet  being  provided <> 

Pail  Closets 

There  are  10  pail  closets  in  the  Borougho  These  are  emptied  v/eekly^ 
by  a vehicle  and  men  who  must  be  sent  speci-''lly  to  do  this  unwholoBomc 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  give  som_e  encouragement 
to  the  owners  of  premises  with  this  type  of  toilet  9 to  convert  to  some 
form  of  drainage  systeiUo 
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Ri^FUSE  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  Disposal 


This  is  carried  out  at  Dunkirk  Lane  Tip  hy  controlled 
tipping  methods  hut  lack  of  suitable  covering  materials 
prevents  us  from  doing  lOC^o  controlled  tipping  as  the  angle- 
dozer  is  not  suitable  for  pushing  the  amount  of  cover  any 
distanceo  The  situation  of  the  Tip  encourages  trespassers 
v/ho  do  untold  damage  and  cause  a lot  of  nuisance  because  they 
set  fire  to  this  very  combustible  material o Fencing  appears  to 
have  no  deterrent  effect  as  this  is  broken  downo  The  tip  garage 
has  been  broken  into  on  many  occasions  and  the  angledozer  has 
been  damaged o The  gates  also  have  been  damaged o The  Police 
have  been  unable  to  trace  the  culprits  and  it  is  hoped  that  in 
the  future,  a joint  incineration  scheme  with  Hyde  and  the 
provision  of  a mechanical  shovel  may  help  to  stop  this  nuisance. 

Tipping  Accommodation 

The  shortage  of  tipping  space  is  still  causing  the  Department 
some  concern  but  the  joint  incineration  scheme  with  Hyde  should 
alleviate  some  of  this  shortage.  The  charges  for  tipyjing  v\^ere 
increased  to  5/-  which  has  resulted  in  a number  of  private  traders 
making  other  tipping  arrangem.ent s , v/hich  should  help  to  prolong 
the  life  of  the  Tip„ 


C LEAHS INE  DEPOT 

The  nev/  garages  have  been  brought  into  use  and  appear  to  be 
satisfactory.  The  drainage  from  the  old  buildings  will  have  to 
be  renewed  during  the  year,  due  to  being  comipletely  blocked.  A 
new  petrol  storage  building  has  been  erected  to  comiply  with  the 
Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928  and  the  local  authority’s 
requirements .

more  usefully  spent  in  collecting  refuse  and  imyjroving  the  service „ 

Kitchen  Waste 


The  amount  of  this  has  dropned  and  it  is  felt  that  in  the  near  future 
this  service  will  be  discontinued  but  for  the  time  beingj  it  does  supply 
a useful  commodity  to  one  of  the  pig  keepers  in  tho  tov/n  v/ho  sterilises 
the  v/aste  by  boiling  it  before  feeding  it  to  his  pigs.

The  amount  is  affected  by  falling  prices  and  the  lower  amount  of 
salvage  collected o During  the  year^  the  method  of  payment  of  salvage 
bonus  was  altered 9 at  the  request  of  the  employees » This  should  increase 
the  amount  paid  to  the  employees  and  also 9 I hope 9 increase  the  amount  of 
salvage  collected » The  collection  of  salvage  generally  has  lost  the

Trade  Refuse  Disposal 

During  the  year 9 it  has  been  necessary  to  continue  the  restriction 
on  the  tipping  of  trade  refuse  on  the  Tipo  This  action  is  still  causing 
concern  to  the  business  premises  in  the  Borough  but  there  is  no  alternative 
if  the  length  of  life  of  the  Tip  is  to  be  reserved  for  the  disposal  of 
domestic  refusCo 

Collection  of  furniture  and  clearing  of  houses 

A new  scheme  has  been  devised  for  the  collection  and  clearing  of 
unwanted  furniture  from  housesj  v^hereby  the  tenants  pay  for  the  service 
before  the  work  is  carried  out  so  that  they  realise  that  it  is  an  extra 
service  they  are  requiring  of  the  Department o Where  there  are' large 
amounts  of  materialsj  otCoj  to  be  removed9  an  estimate  is  given  rather 
than  a fixed  price  for  each  article » This  work  has  som.etimes  to  be  done 
on  Saturday  morning  due  to  the  refuse  vehicles  being  required  for  the 
collection  of  domestic  refuse  during  the  remainder  of  the  week* 
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STAFF 


Sickness 

The  number  of  days  lost  due  to  sickness  still  continues  at  a 
high  level  and  is  rising'  still  further  each  yearc  It  seems  amazing 
the  num.ber  v^/ho^  once  their  thirteen  weeks  sickness  benefit  has  run 
out 9 can  return  to  work  the  following  week.  This  loss  of  time  occurs 
and  necessitatos 5 v/hon  possibloj  the  employment  of  temporary  labour.

The  Union  officials  held  a meeting  v/ith 
the  men  vfho  turned  the  scheme  down  becausej  they  stated 9 10  of  themt 
(out  of  24)  v/ere  over  50  yeans  of  age. 
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COSTS 


I give  below  the  costs  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Department  for  the 
year  196l/l962„  These  are  different  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  Costing  Returns  v/hich  are  submitted  by  authorities  v/ith 
populations  of  over  20j000o  The  income  from  salvageable  materials 
is  now  credited  to  the  refuse  collection  section  which  consequently 
reduces  the  income  on  the  refuse  disposal  section.  bith  this  difference, 
the  figures  are  basically  similar  to  the  Minister’s  Costing  Returns. 

The  cost  of  running  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service 
amounts  to  approximately  4*38h.  per  person  per  week,  which  does  not  seem 
to  be  a high  figure  for  such  a vital  service.

I wish  to  present  to  you  my  final  and  27th  Annual  Report 9 as 
ov/ing  to  ill-health  I am  compelled  to  resign  my  appointment  as  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  the  Borougho 


During  the  number  of  years  in  v/hich  I have  held  office  considerable 
changes  have  taken  place o Gone  are  the  slums  as  I first  knew  themo 
"Cuckoo  Square"  and  "Quality  Row"  (Bov/  Street  9 Water  Street 9 V/aterloo 
Street  and  Helson  Street)  are  nov/  only  memxOrieSo  In  the  main  these 
v/ere  back  to  back  houses  consisting  of  badly  designed  either  one  or 
tv/o  bedroomed  houses  v/ithout  any  of  the  modern  amenities  provided 
to-day 9 and  in  almost  every  case  the  houses  v/ere  bug-riddeno  Over- 
crowding was  rifeo  In  another  fev/  years  all  the  bad  old  property 
v;ill  have  vanished  from  the  face  of  Dukinfield  an.d  in  its  place  v/ill 
stand  modern  dv/ellings  equipped  v/ith  the  amenities  v/hich  present  day 
society  demands.  It  v/ill  be  noted  that  during  the  past  year  9^  houses 
v/ere  found  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  also  that  91  unfit  dv/ellings  v/ore 
demolished.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  59O65  visits  and 
inspections  of  various  kinds  v/ere  made  by  your  Inspectors, 


The  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  has  been 
dram.atic°  25  years  ago  such  diseases  as  smallpoX9  diphtheria  and 
scarlet  fever  v/cre  prevalent.  This  decline  is  due  to  immunisationj 
vaccinationj  child  v/elfaroj  modern  housing  conditions  and  sanitation. 
The  provision  of  a clean  and  safe  milk  supply  has  greatly  reduced  the 
incidence  of  tuberculosis.  It  is  nov/  unusual  for  any  of  the  above 
infectious  diseases  to  be  notified. 


All  the  Public  Conveniences  in  the  tov/n  have  been  m.odeinised , In 
my  opinionj  further  conveniences  will  be  necessary  v/hore  nev/  housing 
estates  are  being  built  and  I ami  of  the  opinion  that  one  should  be 
provided  in  the  vicinity  of  Blocksages  Playing  Fields 9 off  Birch  Lane, 
Large  numbers  of  spectators  go  to  watch  football  and  rugby  matches 
at  the  v/eekends  and  the  nearest  conveniences  are  approximately  half 
a mile  away,  I again  appeal  to  the  public  to  treat  with  respect  the 
conveniences  already  provided 5 vandalism  is  just  senseless  and  has 
to  be  paid  for, 

460  visits  v/ere  paid  to  slaughterhouses  during  the  year.  Meat 
inspection  took  up  a considerable  am.ount  of  time  and  a lot  of  overtime 
had  to  be  done9  particularly  at  weekends.  Both  myself  and  Mr, Handley 
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have  endeavourod  to  carry  out  100%  meat  inspection  and  this  has  only 
been  achieved  by  giving  up  a considerable  amount  of  our  v/eekend 
leisure  timeo  Years  ago  5 email  slaughterhouses  situated  in  various 
parts  of  the  district  were  in  operation  and  in  those  days  the  work  of 
meat  inspection  v/as  easy,  How  only  t?/o  slaughterhouses  exist,  one  for 
pigs  (v/hich  ha.s  recently  been  brought  up  to  date)  and  the  other  for 
cattle,  sheep  and  pigSo  This  slaughterhouse  is  a modern  building  whore 
cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  are  killed  in  la.rge  numbers,  and  is  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  country « 

Turing  the  year,  inspections  v;ere  carried  out  under  the  Clean  Air 
Act,  1950  in  the  Clarendon  Fields  Areao  This  will  be  the  first  major 
smioke  control  area  in  the  lowor  part  of  tho  tov/no  Approximately  9)0nc 
of  the  houses  inspected  are  equipped  v/ith  appliances  v/hich  will  not 'burn 
smokeless  fuels « It  is  now  the  policy  of  the  local  authority  to  declare 
all  new  building  sites  to  be  Smoko  Control  Areas « I v\/ould  appeal  to 
all  people  living  in  Smoke  Control  Areas  and  to  all  fuel  merchants  to 
play  the  game  and  not  try  to  throv/  a spanner  in  the  works  in  order  that 
these  areas  can  be  successfully  operated.  May  the  day  be  not  too  far 
distant  when  Tukinfield  v/ill  be  "smoke  free".  When  that  day  dav/ns  a 
lot  of  the  chest  troubles  will  have  disappeared  and  we  shall  then  have 
a brighter  and  cleaner  tov/n  in  which  to  live. 

Careful  perusal  of  the  report  will  provide  you  with  interesting 
data  and  useful  information  concerning  the  health  of  your  town  and  I 
am  sure  that  you  will  agree  wmth  me  that  your  inspectors  have  endeavour- 
ed to  carry  out  their  work  in  an  efficient  and  conscientious  mianner. 

In  concluding  this  final  report  may  I thank  the  Chairman  Mrs,  L, 
Senior,  Alderman  Andrew^  Teputy  Chairman  and  the  ladies  and 
gentlom.en  of  this  and  previous  committees  for  their  support. 

To  Tr,  To  Holm.o  for  advice,  guidance  and  understanding^  to  Mr,  A, 
Handley  for  co-operation  and  help  during  tho  past  few  years,  and  to 
Miss  Heaton  for  loyalty  and  service  during  her  21  years  with  me^  and  to 
the  rest  of  my  staff,  m.any  thanks, 

I trust  that  during  my  years  of  office  as  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
later  Public  Health  Inspector  that  I have  been  of  some  use  to  the  town 
of  my  birth  and  that  tho  motto  of  my  Association  "AMICUS  HUhANI  GSHERIS" 
could  be  applied  to  me,

In  addition^  his  duties  also  consist  of 
cleansing  the  public  conveniences > disinfection  and  disinfest at ion 9 
and  cleansing  of  the  public  mortuary. 

Where  house  drains^  gullies  and  water  closets  can  be  released 
by  plunging^  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  local  authority 9 for 
a considerable  number  of  yea.rSj  to  provide  a free  service.

WASTE  WATER  CLOSETS 


During  the  yearj  a survey  v/as  carried  out  of  the  waste 
v/ater  closets  still  remaining  and  this  showed  that  about  5OO 
were  still  in  existence , You  approved  a policy  of  paying  half 
the  cost  of  conversionj  using  the  powers  contained  in  Section  47 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  9 1936  a-nd  this  scheme,  when  commenced, 
should  result  in  the  abolition  of  these  insanitary  closets  within 
the  next  two  or  three  years.  Forty  v/aste  water  closets  were 
converted  during  the  year.

Pood  Shops 

The  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  came  into  force  during  the 
year  195^  ^ considerable  number  of  visits  has  been  paid  to 

premises  in  connection  with  these  Regulations.  Little  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  dealing  Y/ith  premises  used  solely  for  the  food 
trade  and  on  the  whole ^ food  traders  are  very  co-operative . 

In  nearly  all  cases  where  food^  other  than  fish  is  sold  it  is 
becoming  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception  for  either  electric 
refrigerators  or  counter  display  refrigerators  to  be  provided. 

At  the  majority  of  shops  it  is  now  possible  to  obtain  supplies 
of  frozen  foods 9 i.e.  vegetables 9 fruit,  meats,  etc. 

Three  self  service  grocery  shops  operate  in  the  town  and 
their  premises  are  kept  in  a very  clean  and  attractive  condition,

'Tv70  hundred  and  forty  four  visits  have  been  paid  to  food 
shops  and  food  preparing  premises  and  10  notices  have  been 
complied  with. 


All  milk  sold  is  now  bottled  and  it  is  impossible  for  milk 
to  gain  external  contamination  during  delivery  as  the  open  milk 
churn  is  a thing  of  the  past.  All  milk  sold  is  either  Tuberculin 
Tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised,  Registration  of  milk  shops  is 
now  carried  out  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council,

With  the  introduction  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  9 1958?  it  was 
obvious  that  both  slaughterhouses  would  have  to  be  brought  up  to  date 
to  comply  with  the  Act  and  during  the  year9  alterations  were  completed 
at  the  Alma  Street  slaughterhouse « 

The  new  slaughterhouse  built  by  Messrs « Fieldhouse  and  Coop  in

At  both  slaughterhouses 9 every  facility  has  been  given  to  the 
m^eat  inspectors  though  it  is  unfortunate  that  it  is  necessary  to  carry 
out  inspection  of  moat  on  Sundays,  early  mornings.  Bank  Holidays  and 
other  holidays o During  peak  killing9  a Sunday  inspection  can  take

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  emergency  issue  of  dried  milk  for  children  under  the  age  of 
onco  This  was  because  of  the  fear  of  the  contamination  of  natural 
supplies  by  radioactive  Iodine  131  following  nuclear  tests  in  Russia, 
Voluntary  help  was  asked  for  and  willingly  given  and  fortunately  not  used 
as  the  danger  level  was  not  reached. 

During  the  year  an  association  of  fourteen  years  standing  was  broken 
when  Mr,  Mangan  gave  up  his  work  in  this  area  in  November  follov/ing  a 
rearrangement  of  his  orthopaedic  sessions  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
Mr,  Mangan  has  been  an  asset  to  the  two  Boroughs  and  he  has  always  been 
willing  to  give  help  and  advice  whenever  sought.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr, 

V,  Vifheble,  Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  to  the  Ashton  group  of  hospitals. 

There  were  no  other  staff  changes  to  report  during  the  year.

Bo  Co  Go  Vaccination 


The  effectiveness  of  BoCoGo  vaccination  in  the  protection  of  the 
individual  against  tuberculosis  is  now  recognised  by  most  authorities 
and  the  policy  first  advocated  by  this  Committee  in  1954  has  been 
completely  vindicatedo 


The  number  of  children  offered  this  type  of  vaccination  was  less 
during  the  year  under  review  than  in  19^0 o This  is  because  two  age  groups 
v/ere  included  last  year  so  that  in  subsequent  years  the  children  to  be 
vaccinated  would  be  one  year  younger o The  consents  remained  the  same  at 
approx im.ately  80%. 


Table  Mo  shows  that  there  has  been  a remarkable  fall  in  the 
proportion  of  mantoux  positive  children  since  1954 » It  was  then  40fo  and 
is  now  l6o4%o  This  indicates  that  the  risk  of  infection  today  is  much 
less  than  it  was  seven  years  agOo

A sum  of  £125  was  once  again  granted  "by  the  County  Health  Committee 
for  the  financial  assistance  of  persons  requiring  Convalescent  Home  treat- 
ment within  the  Bivisiono  Arrangements  are  in  operation  with  four 
Convalescent  Homes  9 two  at  Sto  Anne ’ s-on-Sea^  one  at  Marple  and  one  in 
Wales o 17  patients  v/ere  admitted  during  the  year. 


Domestic  Help  Service 

The  number  of  staff  during  the  year  was  10  full  time  and  22  part 
time  domestic  helps 9 representing  the  equivalent  of  23  full  time  helps* 

All  of  these  were  engaged  in  a temporary  capacity*  Altogether  258  cases 
received  assistance  of  which  the  majority  245  v/ere  aged  and  chronic  sick*

working  hours  increased  to  349798-i'  and  the  average  number  of  cases  attended 
weekly  was  179 »
